Detailed Action 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The pending claims (claims 1-23) are allowable for the following reasons. The prior 
art of record does not show or suggest the claimed system for allocating storage of incoming 
data packets into a memory of a packet processor comprising a first facility mapping a first 
block of memory of a fixed block size in bytes into an ordered plurality of atomic pages 
comprising each a fixed byte size, a second facility mapping the same block into ordered 
virtual pages of different sizes, ranging from a smaller virtual page size equal to the atomic 
page size up to a larger virtual page size equal to the fixed block size, a third facility to 
allocate virtual pages as unavailable for storage or de-allocate virtual pages as available for 
storage, a fourth facility to receive a data packet and allocate a virtual page that is equal to or 
larger than the packet size starting with the smallest size that will fit, and a fifth facility to 
select a virtual page to store the packet, and to update and mark associated atomic pages in the 
selected virtual pages as available or unavailable for storage, in an ordered manner such that 
after each selection by the fifth facility, the state of all atomic and virtual pages is updated. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the Issue Fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
Issue Fee.
